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GREAT ACTIVITY AT BOWIE 



Track in Splendid Condition and 
Horses Ready for the Bugle. 

Be Frank Advanced in His Train- 
ing for Kentucky Derby — 
Latest Gossip. 



BAI.TIAIORE. Aid.. March 29. — The Bowie course 
presents daily u scene of great training activity, 
and the watchers are mostly impressed with t lie 
forward condition of horses which have wintered 
in tile north. Superintendent Itiohnrd Pending has 
groomed the Prince George course into fine condi- 
tion. such that the lowering of some of its records 
i> well within the |Hissihilities. While there will 
not la* an overbuilds nee of horses in participation, 
almost every one of the 500 horses which will he 
quartered at the grounds ere the April 1 opening 
will he seen in contest, according to the representa- 
tions made secretary Joseph McLennan, who has 
.hist returned front a flying visit to New York, 
whither lie went on an official visit. 

Among those from which may he expected marked 
activity arc the fourteen tiead in James Johnston's 
public stable. They include those of the Crown 
Sin hie, John Dundee, ('. Walsh and Mr. John- 
ston's own racers, which have seen racing at 
New Orleans. To guide them Johnston will have 
jockey R. Cassity. whose contract has been secured 
by ('. M. Harrison, who races under tin* nom de 
course of the Calumet Stable. The rider lias been 
ordered to report to trainer Johnston for the Bowie 
openimg^and will he under his cure throughout the 
Alnr.tJJmd^rw-cuit. or until trainer Win. Jennings 
ejects; to show tin* Calumet Stable’s string at Pint- 
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During the Pimlico meeting Cassity will aecont- 
pnud tin* stride's Derby candidate. Be Frank, to 
I.nuf-ville. and have tin* mount on that promising 
young racer, which his owner is confident will 
figure prominently in the three-year-old racing of 
this year. From present indications the daring 
individual who wagered $2,500 against $5,000 that 
Be Frank would not be a starter in the Kentucky 
Derby seems destined to the loss of his money, for 
tie* sturdy sou of Sir John Johnson is well advanced 
in bis training and will prove a real contender, es- 
twcially if tin* prospective field should Ik* reduced 
in numbers. Be Frank’s most impressive iierform- 
unees during last year were accomplished in races 
where small fields faced the starter, though tie 
seems to have acquired an early speed this year, 
which in* previously lacked.' 

Hold Bond, a seasoned steeplechaser which showed 
meritorious performances under the W. R. Coe silks 
at Pimlico during his three-year-old year, has been 
shipped from winter quarters at Win. Jennings’ 
Hlengar Farm tit Mt. Washington. Aid., to lie pre- 
pared for the Pimlico jumping races. Hold Bond 
lias developed into a grand hoiking horse and 
should bring credit to his new owner. G. C. Walsh, 
and trainer Jas. Johnson, the veteran handler of 
cross-country steeplechasers, who will accept his 
charge when the latter's string concludes its Bowie 
engagem ents. 

CLEMENTS’ RACERS ARRIVE. 

Among the recent arrivals at the Bowie course 
has been the trio which will carry the C. E. 
Clements colors during the Alaryland season, after 
a winter season at Robert Walden’s farm at Alid- 
dlehnrg. Aid. They include Alary Aland. Frizeur 
and Cant Kost. and will Ik* trained by George 
Schmidt, who lias been connected with the Andrew 
Rlakele.v stable for the last several years. Schmidt 
has a. creditable saddle record, gained before his 
increased weight enforced his retirement. During 
the winter season Air. Clements, a Alarylander. had 
Alary Aland mated with the stallion Transvaal, which 
will cause her retiiru to the Walden nursery after 
the conclusion of the Pintiico meeting. Tin* others 
are intended for a more extended campaign. 

Accompanying the W. C. Clancy consignement 
from New Orleans to Havre de Grace were eight 
two-year-olds of the Winous Point Stable, tinder 
the care of trainer William Sheedy. Several of these 
are reported as speedier than the unfortunate filly 
■Margaret Garrett, the destroyal of which was made 
necessary after an accident which befell her at 
• lie recent Fair Grounds meeting. It is Sheedy’s 
intention to show some of these during the Havre 
de Hrace racing. 

Jockey .1. Dominick was an arrival front Havana, 
where hi* enjoyed a considerable measure of success 
in piloting the D. Hammond horses. Dominick lias 
been retained by this establishment for the com- 
ing season. Its members, through their frequent 
performances at the Havana track, have earned 
the short rest, which they will enjoy until the 
opening of the Havre de Grace meeting. 

To meet the growing demands of public patron- 
age at Bowie miituel supervisor Aiortiiner AI. Aln- 
boiiy lias installed another sales booth where $50 
straight, place and show tickets will be obtainable. 
This, with tlie additional cashiers’ booths which 
were in operation during the fall meeting last year, 
will do much to relieve the congestion caused by the 
increased crowds and greatly facilitate the inter- 
change in speculation. 

The Pinkerton operatives will lie assisted bv the 
Pnmplirey & Lancaster Agency’s sleuths at tin* 
Bowie meeting.

Nelson, a son 
of Judge Francis Nelson of Toronto, who is offi- 
ciating at Oaklawn. enlisted with the I'nited States 
Marines after his elder brother fell in action while 
in command of a company of Canadian infantry, 
and is a member of the Fifth Alarine Regiment, 
whose valorous deeds at Chateau Thierry and St. 
Aliliejl made so much glorious history. 

V. B. Iaiib and Herman Frank are two whose 
positions in the mutiiel departments of the various 
Maryland trucks will be found necessary to fill 
with substitutes, they being with the American 
Army of Occuimtion in Germany. 

David Iieisuian. a former lieutenant of supervisor 
Aluliuiiy’s in mutiiel operation, lias for the past 
year acted as captain in a New York Red Cross 
reception hospital, where iie will continue his ac- 
tivity. 

The Thomas Clyde stable, trained by AI Weston, 
houses two likely three -year-old maidens in Farrell 
nml Reynolds, which have undergone preliminary 
training impressively. Aiahon.v, which showed his 
liking for tin* Howie course by winning at the first 
H'king at tlie soring meeting of 1918, has grown 
into, a priqMissessing horse, and will probably he 
tlie stable’s hope in the coming Preakness, for 
which lie, with the others, is being pointed.

NEW YORK. N. Y., Ain roll i!9. — If giKMl breeding 
indicated tin* la*st stable of horses in this section 
for tlie coming year, then .1. E. Widener is rich 
in racing material. A glance at tin* forbears of tin* 
Widener horses in the hands of Thomas Welch at 
Belmont Park is rather convincing. Such famous 
sires as Rabelais. Verwood. Ballot. Sweeper. Spear- 
mint. Polymelus, Bnynrdo. William the Third. Irish 
Lad. Fair Play, Santoi and King James are well 
renre-ented. Dm* might say that Air. Widener has 
a useful hand of three-year-olds without a star, 
taking Inst year's form as a guide for the assertion. 
At this writing it would Ik* hard to determine which 
was tlie best of them, though Grimalkin gave some 
promise last year. There are several in the num- 
ber. however, whieli have not yet been tried in 
company: consequently Air. Welch is the holder of 
the stalile secret regarding tlie choice of the three- 
year-olds. 

In the handicap division Naturalist and Trotnpe 
1st Alort an* the two dependablcs. Both are good 
horses, the former lieing exceedingly fast and good 
on any sort of going. Both were slake winners 
last year and are well engaged this year. There 
is one two-year-old in tin* stable to which Air. 
Welch points with considerable pride; it is the 
black colt by Santoi — Charity Lass. No horse could 
be more highly bred and his lnoks coincide with 
liis breeding, lie lias great size anil Imnc and tlie 
speed lie showed liis trainer last fall gives indica- 
tion of great tilings should lie live up to expecta- 
tions. There are one or two others in tin* col- 

lection which are well tlmuglit of. hut Air. Welch 
is conservative in giving liis opinion of any horse 
until it lias demonstrated truly in racing that it is 
worth talking about. "Time will tell whether he 
is any good or not.” is all Air. Welch says. Tlie 
stable is without a regular jockey for the time 
being and will have to depend upon riders disen- 
gaged during the early racing season, if not 
throughout the year.

— Ka.v Spence’s good 
handicap horse Ilodgc scored liis initial victory at 
tlii- meeting when lie won tin* Yacht Club Handi- 
cap. tin* feature of tlie program offered at Oriental 
Park this afternoon. Hodge was ridden by .1. 
Howard, came front last place entering tlie home- 
stretch and best Tippler by a neck in a driving 
finish. Today’s victory marked the first scored 
by Hodge since the fall of 1917. when lie fell lame 
at tlie Douglas Park meeting. The Kay Spence 
stalile was much in the limelight during the after- 
noon. Besides Hodge, the Kentucky horseman fur- 
nished tin* winner of the fifth when Jack Snipe 
beat bis opponents in runaway fashion. 

A band of ten maidens went to tlie ]>ost in the 
opening race, in which Senor A. H. Diaz furnished 
the winner in the Broomstick filly Suffrage. She 
came from the rear and l>eat Precious Jewel by a 
neck in a driving finish. 

Senator James made all the pa«*e in tlie second 
and bent Foster Embry by a length, incidentally 
scoring bis third consecutive victory. Great Guil 
won the fourth from London Girl by a couple of 
lengths, and Capt. Alnrchmont easily took the meas- 
ure of Lady Langden in the closing race of tlie 
afternoon. 

Jockey Dues was taken sick after riding in the 
fourth race and Thurber was substituted to ride 
Petlar in tlie closing race. 

Tlie stables of T. J. Brown, .1. I*. Ross and A. 
Johnson were shipped to Lexington Thursday.

Dusky Eve's New Record for Mile and Three- 
Quarters in New Zealand. 

AIELBOURNE, Australia, February 2(5. — In New 
Zealand faster time lias been made than in Aus- 
tralia at a half mile, five-eighths, three-quarters, 
one mile and two miles, and last week the Domin- 
ion added the mile and three -quarters to its records. 
The horse responsible was Dusky Eve, which, in 
winning tlie Wanganui Clip of $5,000 ran the dis- 
tance mentioned in 2:59. l-ast year's Wanganui Cup 
was won in 3:01% by Client, which also won in 
1917. Cntil last week tlie record for the Wanganui 
Cup was tin* 3:00%, put up by Master Lupin in 
1915. 

As a record-breaker Dusky Eve calls for a little 
additional notice. He is a six-year-old gelding, 
by Signor (Pilgrim’s Progress — Ala Alie Rosette) — 
Swift, and the New Zealand register does not show 
he raced until lie was a four-year-old. His solitary- 
win at that age was the Okawa Hack Handicap, and 
last year tlie only time lie got to the front was 
when, with 105 pounds, he divided the Harrison Hack 
Handicap with Henry Clay. 130 pounds, at Wanganui. 
At tin* recent Alanawutu summer meeting he was 
second to Nobleman (115 pounds) in the Manawatu 
Cup, one and one-half miles, and as at tlie same 
fixture he easily won the President’s Handicap in 
2:05%, for the mile and a quarter, it is improbable 
he was allowed to start at an outside price for 
the Wanganui Cup, in which lie only carried 101 
pounds. Depredation, which ran second to him, is 
by tlie Carbine horse Camp Fire, anil Menelatts 
(third) won the 1917 New Zealand Cup. Signor, 
sire of Dusky Eve. held the New Zealand and 
Australian record of 3:53% for two miles and u 
quarter from 1908 until Harriet Graham cut those* 
figures down to 3:53V, in the Australian Cup of 
1917. 

Scoutmaster, with 3:00. holds the Australian rec- 
ord for a mile and three-quarters. The distance 
is an unusual one at Australian meetings, and it 
was due to that fact that Dumont’s record of 
3:rtlt t in the Waverle.v Handicap at Randyvick in 
tlie spring of 1904 stood until Scoutmaster clipped 
a quarter second off it in tlie corresponding race in 
1915. At that time the latter was seven years of 
age. and last year lie won a couple of races on the 
flat. He is now being trained at Ramlwiek by 
1‘. Nolan with a view to hurdling. 

The English record for a mile and three-quarters 
is Pommem’s 2:55% at Newmarket, arid flic Ameri- 
can best is Alajor Daingerfielil's 2:57.

Jockey Joe Kederis, who recently severed Ids 
connection with the stable of Aliller ilemlerson, lias 
signed a contract to ride for Rome Respess and 
lias gone t« La toil in, where that stable’s horses arc 
now in training. 

Inferno, the great Canadian racer recently de 
stroyed, is said to have lived up to his inline in 
the declining days of his eventful life. It was 
much as anyone’s life was worth to go in ids 
stall and he was left severely alone for the past 
few weeks. 



HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. Alareli 29— Oaklawn of- 
fered its patrons this afternoon a card of features 
that would have done credit to any track in the 
country and it resulted in bringing out the full 
racing strength in these parts. stellar interest 
centered in tlie purse race, which introduced Eternal 
among the starters. It was tlie crack colt’s initial 
appearance as a three-year-old and liis performance 
held interest even for the most hardened of turf 
followers. 

The ajtpearanc;* of last year’s two-year-old stnr 
on tlie track was tin* signal for a spontaneous and 
prolonged outburst of applause and followed him 
until well on his way to the post. It was re- 
newed later on his return to tlie scales an easy 
victor over those lie met. Eternal showed all liis 
old-time s|K*ed and was under mild restraint for 
the entire race of five and a half furlongs, win- 
ning hard held by a comfortable margin from Docod, 
with Drummond following. Discussion as to his 
chances in the Kentucky Derby naturally followed, 
hut no one outside of owner AlcClelland was posi- 
tive in their conviction. The race proved con- 
clusively that Eternal is well along in liis prepara- 
tion despite liis appearance of still being on the 
high side. He will probably Ik* benefited to a 
considerable extent by ids race this afternoon. 

There are some who opine that Eternal will be 
found wanting when pot to tie* Kentucky Derby 
test, but today’s race does not prove that lie is 
anything short of a Derby horse. 

Spirited racing, bringing in its wake several 
surprises, was the rule throughout the afternoon, 
beginning with a narrow escape from defeat by 
Mrs. Payne Whitney’s crack Red Red Rose, which 
just managed to get up in the last stride to down 
Castor, with Uarar. a confidently backed one 
landing in third place. 

St. Isidore, carrying tin* colors of Col. John Faw- 
cett. won tlie purse in the second race, Kringhtirst 
following him home. 

Slippery Elm was considered bew in tlie mile and 
seventy yards handicap, hut Cr# Eagle, after a 
hard effort, succeeded in overhauling him and won 
in the last few strides. 

Kewpie O’Neil proved t lie surprise of tlie mile 
and an eighth handicap, when lie succeeded in out 
staying Dick Williams, a heavily hacked one in 
tlie fiftli race. 

Alednsa took tlie final race in runaway xtvle with 
Lucius, a highly regarded one. finishing far back 
and seemingly sulking for most of tin* race. Ale- 
dtisa was entered for $30(1 and was claimed ln- 
Frazier & Hayes for $900. AY. C. Weant also had 
a claim in for her. but it was ruled too late. 

Jockey Burke had to be absent from tin* saddle 
today on account of an injury to liis foot.

Ida. brought here by Early Wright in the’ George 
Wingfield collection, was sold this morning to Airs. 
R. L. Bresler for a reported price of $4. 000. 

Barney Schreiber was a belated arrival from 
New Orleans today. He sent liis horses from til** 
Crescent City to Bowie and will leave here for 
Baltimore in a few days. 

Jockey Clifford Robinson, leading rider at New 
Orleans last winter, will resume riding Momlay 
after a long lay-off occasioned by a broken arm. 
He sustained the injury in a fall flout a two- 
year-old. 

Hugh Gilmore departs for Lexington. Ky., next 
week to begin the task of schooling the two- 
year-olds in that section at the barrier lor starter 
A. R. Dade. 

Jockey Andy Sell ut finger is suffering from an 
attack of grippe, and for that reason he did not 
rule Eternal today. His condition is not serious. 

Several Kentucky Derby candidates were given 
good work-outs today, tlie best of then, being by 
Sailor. He covered a mile in 1:40% ridden out. He 
ran the first quarter in 24. the half mile in 48% 
and the three-quarters in 1:15. This was liis first 
real trial since lie came here. Bridesman, W. 
Alartin’s Derby eligible, ran a mile in 1:42 and was 
cantered out an extra eighth in 1:57. His frac- 
tions were 25. 48%, 1:15%. He was not extended 
at any part of the gallop. 

The Wanderer was worked a mile in 1:45, and 
tin* final quarter found him under hard restraint. 
He worked the first quarter in 23%. the half mile 
in 48% and the three-quarters in 1:1(5%. He 

pulled up in good style and cooled out comfortably. 
John I .owe sent Hseovar. one of his Derl»v colts 
five-eighths in 1:07. 

The condition books of tlie meeting for the rac- 
ing embracing March 31 . to April 5 were dis- 
tributed among the horsemen today. 

John Coiisidine, former partner of “Big Tim” 
Sullivan in the Sullivan-Gonsldine circuit, was a 
visitor from California today.
